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PKEFACE. 



This book is designed for the use of those who desire 
to cultivate the feelings which culminate in Prayer, 
but who find the rich and beautiful collections of the 
Churches of Christendom no longer available, either 
because of the doctrines whose acceptance they imply, 
or of the nature of the requests to which they give 
utterance. Adequately to replace in a generation 
such books, through which the piety of ages has been 
poured, is wholly beyond hope. The ambition to 
achieve such an enterprize would but betray ignorance 
of the laws by which these precious drops are distilled 
slowly, year after year, and century after century, 
from the great incense-tree of humanity. But if as 
yet, and for a long time to come, the literature of 
Theism must be comparatively poor and unmellowed, 
it does not follow that we ought not to commence, 
as best we may, the task of producing its earlier 
fruits ; trusting reverently in the Power which, we 
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believe, is guiding the souls of men to a holier and 
happier faith than the world has yet known, to give to 
us by degrees all the treasures of noble thought and 
sacred inspiration. If our religion be genuine, it must 
needs happen that, at its proper stage of growth, it put 
forth bud of prayer and flower of praise, not in arti- 
ficial imitation of those which have grown on another 
stem, but fresh from its own heart, and " bearing seed 
after its kind." With the conviction that such blos- 
soming is even now taking place in hundreds of souls 
from east to west of the globe, I have endeavoured to 
gather from the friends best known to me such prayers 
as they were willing to lend ; especially such as they 
might have written at any time under the influence 
of those more vivid feelings which we all desire to 
perpetuate. The result of a compilation so formed 
is, of course, in every sense, imperfect and fragmen- 
tary. Little effort has been made to fill up obvious 
deficiencies ; and none at all to modify either in 
favour of more conventional phraseology, or of the 
editor's personal opinions, the expressions which each 
writer has spontaneously chosen. In no degree are 
the Prayers offered as models of what such composi- 
tions ought to be, but only as what are the aspirations 
of living souls. Perhaps in the great solitude wherein 
most of us dwell for the larger part of our lives, as 
regards all our deeper emotions, it may be more help- 
ful to know that other human hearts are feeling as 
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we foel, and thinking as we think, rather than to 
read far nobler words, which come to us only as 
echoes of the Past. That a strong likeness of senti- 
ment runs through the various pieces in this volume, 
has seemed to me, as I received them one after ano- 
ther, to shew in a remarkable way the essential iden- 
tity of Theism, whetlier embraced by old or young, 
men or women, Europeans or Asiatics ; by minds 
trained in the schools of Christianity or of Heathen- 
ism, of the Eoman Church, or the Anglican, of the 
Calvinist or the Unitarian. The bonds of authority 
once broken, and the soul set at liberty to find its 
God, it would appear (if the search be one of the 
heart and life, as well as of the intellect) that the con- 
clusions arrived at by the seekers do not very essen- 
tially differ, no ipatter from how remote a point of 
the theological compass they originally started.* 

Perhaps it will be asked, " Why make formal manuals 
of Prayer ? Do Theists need such aids to lift up their 
hearts ; and cannot they dispense with helps which 
better become the puerile than the manly stages of 
the religious life T I answer, that I can believe there

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may be happy souls who have tmnscended any such 
need, and for whom other men s prayers would be 
superfluous and intrusive. But I have not yet known 
in actual life one who can always soar into the 
upper air of thought, and feel no flagging wing, no 
need to be sustained and strengthened at intervals by 
the aid of his brother. It is true that the man who 
never addresses his Father in heaven, save in words 
dictated to him by his priest, has not yet learned to 
pray at alL But, on the other hand, the man who 
feels no kindling of his heart as he joins in the wor- 
ship of his fellows, seems to me to have either ascended 
far above, or fallen below, the average of human sen- 
timent Because we have found a religion which 
satisfies alike our hearts and intellects, we have not, 
therefore, altered the conditions of pur moral consti- 
tution, or passed outside the realm of those beneficent 
laws of sympathy which knit together the sons of men 
in mutual help and mutual dependence. It is subject- 
ing our faith to an unnatural strain, a strain which 
only the fulness of intellectual and spiritual assurance 
can enable us to bear, to forego all the ordinary aids 
of piety ; and I, for one, cannot but regret that we, of 
all men who believe in God, most rarely meet together 
to worship Him ; that our reserve in such matters 
keeps us so far apart, that we lack all brotherly help 
and sympathy in the struggles of life ; and, finally, 
that we have no books in whose perusal we can wholly 
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thrust aside that necessity for criticism which is our 
burden and our bane. ♦ 

Again, is it asked, Why not use the grand, time- 
sanctified collects and litanies of Christendom, merely 
omitting from them any words we cannot conscien- 
tiously follow, and substituting here and there a new 
phrase for an old? I reply, that such maimed and 
mutilated prayers are very far from fulfilling my idea 
of a genuine religious utterance. The familiar and 
venerable words, rudely docked in one place and cor- 
rected and modernized in another, are to me painful 
both to ear and heart, like a dear old tune whose 
cadence is destroyed. Nor is this alL Though all 
true piety has the same essential character, and we 
can joyfully sympathize with it, breathing alike in 
the words of Hebrew prophet, Eoman sage and Chris- 
tian saint, yet each great faith must have a lan- 
guage which is peculiarly its own, and in that tongue 
alone can its full meaning be expressed. "Were The- 
ism merely the popular creed of Europe with its most 
unsightly excrescences cut away, were it simply the 
old creed trimmed by closer logic, then indeed it 
would well become us to make our worship also. the 
curtailed and amended repetition of the old forms. But 
the real state of the case is the reverse of all this. 
Theism is not " Christianity minus Christ," nor Juda- 
ism minus the miraculous legation of Moses, nor any 
other creed whatsoever merely stripped of its super- 
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natural element. It is before all things the positive 
affirmation of the,.Absolute Goodness of God ; and if 
it be in antagonism to other creeds, it is principally 
because of, and in proportion to, their failure to assert 
that goodness in its infinite and all-embracing com- 
pleteness. This being so, it is impossible that the 
liturgies of other religions can afford suitable expres- 
sions of Theistic faith and love, or that it can suffice 
to abbreviate or alter them to make them fit our 
needs. They are indeed beautiful and venerable be- 
yond any words I need use to praise them. In num- 
berless instances they breathe a simple directness of 
faith, a fervour of penitence and devotion, at which 
our cold hearts must stand rebuked. As it has been 
the Theism in Judaism, in Christianity, and in every 
other great religion of the world, which has been its 
inner life and principle of vitality, so with joy we 
recognize the true Theistic spirit of filial love and 
loyalty continually bursting out through all their 
formularies. Spontaneously our highest feelings for 
ever find expression in the words which have fallen 
from Jewish or Christian lips during three thou- 
sand years of prayer ; and never can we conceive of 
a time arriving when some of the Hebrew Psalms, 
and some of the English Collects, will be surpassed 
and left aside. But because we rejoice in these 
relics of ancient piety, and delight to use them as 
often as they suggest themselves as the genuine 
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expressions of our feelings, and love to link ourselves 
by their employment to the great chain of pious souls 
stretching through the Past, it does not therefore fol- 
low that we can confine ourselves within their limits, 
or find in them, as a whole, the free channel wherein 
our faith can flow unbrokenly. 

And now, to turn to a deeper question than all 
these, — one that lies at the root of the whole matter : 
Is tliere any use in Prayer at all ? Is not the attempt 
at direct intercourse between the poor, feeble soul of 
man on earth, and the awful, incomprehensible Power 
behind the veil of creation, a presumption and a delu- 
sion ? Is not Prayer one of the many errors of the 
past which it behoves the disciples of an enlightened 
philosophy to relinquish ? Controversy of any kind 
is very far from being the purport of this book ; but 
on this point, which concerns its own rational mean- 
ing, I must needs speak as fully and as strongly as I 
am able. I shall do so the more earnestly because, as 
I understand it, the whole character of our religion 
turns on this hinge ; and if I were asked to describe 
what I considered the only important difference be- 
tween the numberless minds whose mental latitude 
now lies between Atheism and authoritative Chris- 
tianity, I should say that it was defined by the deep 
line between Theists who pray and Theists who do 
not pray. To the former. Theism is a Religion, — as I 
deem it, the truest, purest, happiest of all the religions 
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of earth. To the latter, it is a Philosophy, — a refined, 
liberal and ennobling Philosophy; but not a Eeligion, 
and tending, I fear, to recede ever further from all 
that constitutes a Eeligion. 

Two errors seem constantly to beset mankind in 
treating of the nature of our knowledge of God. On 
one side there are men who look on the intellect as if 
it were an unholy hand, wherewith it is profane and 
impious to touch the Ark of Faith. On the other side 
are men who consider it as the proper and sole organ 
of religious knowledge, and say that unless they can 
firmly grasp and freely handle the shrine, they will 
pay it no honour. 

Both these views are surely partial and misleading. 
The intellect and understanding are divine gifts, as 
much as the conscience and religious sentiment are 
divine gifts, and have their right equally to assert 
themselves. But it does not follow, because an organ 
of mind or body is sound and its revelations deserving 
of attention, that it is therefore the express and proper 
organ for the recognition of any special class of truths. 
The eye, for example, is the proper medium for one 
kind of knowledge ; the ear for another. Nothing 
could be more absurd than to attempt to study acous- 
tics primarily through the means of those experiments 
by which sound can be made to produce visible 
results ; or, on the other hand, to put out our eyes 
because we cannot through them discern music. So 
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far as I can perceive, these are precisely the two 
mistakes men make about religion. Men of science 
commonly study religious phenomena merely through 
the intellect ; and trace God, not by his voice in their 
hearts, but through the visible results of his power 
in the external world. Devout Christians listen reve- 
rently to the voice, but close their intellectual eyes, 
thereby losing the salutary correction of the first sense 
by the second. The lesson we have now to learn seems 
to be to avoid both these errors. "We have to take it to 
heart that it is the soul itself which must bear witness 
to the things of the soul, the conscience which must 
reveal our moral Law, the specific sentiment of Eeli- 
gion which must bring us to God. And when this is 
thoroughly understood, then the share which the intel- 
lect ought to take in our theology will equally be 
apparent. It will be (to return to our simile) precisely 
analogous to that which the sense of sight takes in the 
study of sounds. When our eyes see somewhat which 
apparently contradicts the report of our ears, we are 
led to pause and inquire which sense is conveying the 
more correct testimony. We may, for example, hear 
a sound which we mistake for thunder; but seeing 
the smoke of artillery, we soon learn that our first 
impression misled us, and that it was not the powers, 
of heaven, but of earth, which had disturbed us. Or,, 
on the other hand (and as much more often happens 
in the spiritual life), if our eyes behold no living being 
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in the twilight which has gathered round us, and we 
are ready to cry, " I am utterly alone !" and yet at 
that moment hear a deep, low breath, like the pulsa- 
tions of a living heart beside us, or a "still, small 
voice" speaking to us out of the silence and the gloom, 
then we rely no more on the testimony of our dim 
eyes, but say in awe-struck tones, " Lo, God is in this 
place, and I knew it not/* 

It is but natural that the Father of Spirits should 
speak to us directly through our spirits, rather than 
through the medium of the outer world. If there be 
any truth at all in what has been called " the hypo- 
thesis of a God," I do not see how thoughtful men can 
overlook the fact, that that hypothesis itself almost 
involves the conclusion that the highest part of man 
must be in nearer contact with Deity than the lower ; 
that in the Will, the Conscience and the Affections, 
we must reach God more directly than through the 
inductions of the Intellect from the reports brought 
to us by our senses of the external world. The end- 
less mistakes and errors into which mankind have 
fallen in this matter, do not disprove the immense 
presumption in favour of such relation between the 
Infinite and finite spirit. They only shew that human 
nature spontaneously believes in it so soon as it rises 
above the merely animal condition ; and that it also 
needs the proper work of reason and conscience to save 
it from such aberrations. 
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Thus, then, I conceive the true Method of religious 
inquiry is the converse of that which men of science 
in our day commonly follow. Instead of beginning 
with the outward world of matter, and seeking God 
primarily in the phenomena of nature, in the laws of 
gravitation and electricity, and in the mysteries of the 
first existence of species, of organic life, of the stellar 
nebulae, I hold that we need to find Him first in the 
human soul, and then, and hardly till then, to see the 
traces of His wisdom and power throughout the uni- 
verse. I conceive that, as a matter of fact, it is more 
than doubtful whether man would have ever found 
God in nature if he had not first found Him in his own 
heart ; and I think that all the arguments which are 
supposed to prove the existence of a Deity have not 
derived their force from coming to us as fresh logical 
syllogisms, but because they corroborate what we 
already inwardly dimly feel to be true. As it has 
been well said of the great collateral doctrine of a 
future life, we do not believe it because we have proved 
it, but we for ever seek to prove it because we believe 
it. We endeavour to see with the eye of the intellect 
that which we have heard with the inward ear of heart 
and conscience. Having known the great Painter or 
Sculptor by personal intercourse, we gaze at his works 
and rightly conceive that we see in them the character 
of mind which we are already aware belongs to him. 
But to construct a true idea of the Painter out of his 
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picture, the Sculptor out of his statue (a single picture 
and a single statue, be it remembered, in the infinite 
gallery of the systems of suns), is more than any inge- 
nuity of criticism could accomplish ; and the attempt 
to do it almost inevitably leads to gross mistakes. 

The evidences of Divine work presented by the 
physical universe seem indeed vast when taken at 
their proper value as secondary to the phenomena of 
the moral world. Thrusting aside, as beyond our ken, 
all speculations about the First Cause of existence, or 
the proper Eternity or absolute Omnipotence of God, 
there remains in the true field of human science the 
materials for an immeasurable cumulative proof of the 
presence, everywhere throughout the planetary sys- 
tems, throughout the inorganic world, throughout all 
vegetable and animal life, of a Will analogous in some 
of its most definite characters to a human Will, and 
differing therefrom essentially only in its transcendent 
Wisdom, and in a certain stupendous Patience which 
bespeaks the consciousness of the boundless Time 
wherein it works. Our love of Order, of Variety, of 
Beauty, are all there, traceable in that great invisible 
Force ; insomuch that even men who refuse to give to 
it the name of God can never write of it without 
some phrase about Nature "designing*' or "accom- 
plishing" somewhat, which only a Living Will can 
be conceived (without a metaphor) to design or ac- 
complish. To the taunt that man thus "makes a 
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God in his own image// we reply, that he does it for 
the valid reason that he traces through all the works 
of God characteristics essentially human, though mag- 
nified to the scale of Deity. 

To undervalue the testimony which the material 
world bears to its Maker, would be the last error into 
which a Theist should fall That beautiful and glo- 
rious creation must be for ever dear to us as the " garb 
we see him by/* Nay, we conceive that we may joy 
in its revelations of wisdom, and its scenes of grandeur 
and beauty, more than other men may easily do, 
tracing in them something beyond the bare facts of 
such wisdom and beauty, even the truths to which 
they witness regarding a Being nearer and dearer than 
flower or star. But again, I repeat, all that this outer 
world can teach us, is but the corroboration of the 
lesson taught in our own hearts, and in the record of 
what our fellow-men have been taught in their hearts, 
since true Human Nature arose out of its brute and 
barbarian origin. All the monitions of conscience, 
all the guidance and rebukes and consolations of the 
Divine Spirit, all the holy words of the living, and all 
the sacred books of the dead, — these are our primary 
Evidences of Eeligion. In a word, the first article of 
our creed is, " I believe in God the Holy Ghost." 
After this fundamental dogma, we accept with joy and 
comfort the faith in the Creator and Orderer of the 
physical universe, and believe in God the Father

Almighty, Maker of Heaven and Earth. And, 
lastly, we rejoice in the knowledge that (in no mystic 
Athanasian sense, but in simple fact), ''these two are 
One!* The God of Love and Justice who speaks in 
conscience, and whom our inmost hearts adore, is the 
same God who rolls the suns and guides the issues 
of life and death. 

If these views of the proper grounds of religious 
knowledge be near the truth, it follows that nothing 
can be more .unphilosophical and unscientific than to 
study theology primarily as a series of intellectual 
problems to be solved by induction. Of course it is 
open to any man to assert that our intellectual facul- 
ties are alone reliable, and our spiritual faculties fal- 
lacious and deceptive, and that what cannot be proved 
intellectually cannot be really known at all. But the 
answer is obvious, that on such a principle much more 
must be excluded from human life beside Eeligion, even 
all that concerns the affections and the imagination. 
No one can prove Love or prove Beauty. No one can 
demonstrate that a picture or statue or poem or piece 
of nmsic is beautiful, or the starry sky sublime. No 
one can drive us into affection for our friend by a 
syllogism. He who admits that there exist in us 
other and equally valid faculties beside those of the 
intellect, cannot logically affirm the exclusive or su- 
preme right of the intellect to judge in matters spi- 
ritual, any more than in matters aesthetic or in those

concerning the aflfections. From various points of view, 
it may be maintained that all our faculties are untrust- 
worthy. Nothing is easier than for one school of 
thinkers to shew cause why we should disbelieve our 
bodily senses ; while it is the common opinion of others, 
that they alone deserve reliance. But the rational 
presumption assuredly is, that all our faculties are 
valid as regards their proper objects ; or, as Mr. Mar- 
tineau has expressed it, that they are "true all 
round," though of course all liable to error. The oppo- 
site hypothesis, that a faculty inherent in human 
nature may be essentially false and wholly deceptive, 
is outrageous. To admit that the hand and the eye 
aflFord true evidence of palpable and visible objects, 
but to deny that the spiritual part of man bears 
equally true witness of spiritual realities, is an anomaly 
which could only be justified were there anything 
essentially absurd in the testimony so received. It 
is no justification at all for refusing it, that its truth 
is not absolutely demonstrated by any other faculty. 

Thus it is explained why many inquirers in our 
day vainly go on sifting the phenomena of the phy- 
sical world, as if the Divinity were something hidden 
like a lump of gold in the quartz. They are on a 
wrong line of search altogether, and the whole me- 
thod of their inquiry is vicious and illogical. They 
look vnthouty for what must first be found within. 

What, then, is the tme method of this divine

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search ? The question may be answered easily. How 
should a man study music, painting or poetry, or how 
become a mathematician or a geologist ? How indeed, 
but by cultivating the special faculties concerned in 
such pursuits, and developing that side of his nature 
which turns to the Beautiful or the True ? It is no 
mysticism, but plain common sense, to say that Eeli- 
gion must be treated in the same way, and that our 
inward ear must be attuned like the ear of the musi- 
cian, and our spiritual eye trained to see as the eye 
of the painter. The care, the practice, the reverence, 
which are so needful in one case, cannot be dispensed 
with in the other. 

But to what conclusion, then, have we arrived, 
and to what does all this reference to natural analogy 
amount, save to the fact, that if we desire to find God 
we must lead that moral and spiritual life which is a 
life of Prayer, the indirect prayer of sustained moral 
effort after a godly life, and the direct prayer of 
approach to God in heart ? 

Is there anything mysterious or difficult to believe 
in all this ? Surely not so, once we have admitted 
the postulate that there exists a Being with whom 
our higher natures, our wills and consciences, bear 
a nearer affinity than our bodily frames. On the 
contrary, there is a strong antecedent presumption 
that our Creator should have so constituted us, as that 
such self-upraising on our part should be the con- 
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dition of our consciousness of him, and that he should 
require us to come into the sunshine of his presence 
when we desire to be wanned and enlightened. Such 
mechanical action of Deity in the realm of spirit 
as should dispense with all such conditions of eflFort 
on our part, and bestow the holiest gifts indiffer- 
ently on every struggling saint and every careless 
sinner, would be utterly foreign to all we know or 
can imagine of the principles of Divine government. 
We cannot suppose that God should act upon a living 
soul as upon a senseless and irresponsible clod, and 
press down both alike with an equiponderant and 
unvarying gravitation. For the unconscious matter 
there is the rigid law. For the conscious spirit there 
must be — not an absence of all law, but — ^the agency 
of a law which shall take its moral freedom into 
account. 

Prayer is, in its highest form, literally the " com- 
munion" of the Divine and human spirit; and for 
communion to exist, it must needs be that two con- 
comitant wills be exerted, the will of him who speaks, 
and that of him who listens, of him who asks, and 
him who grants ; and again, in converse shape, of him 
who inspires, and him who reflects inspiration, him 
who bestows grace, and him who receives it. To 
forget this truth, and speak, on the one hand, as if 
religious "exercises" (as they are called) were all 
our own self-acting, self-reflecting spiritual gymnastics, 
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or, on the other hand, to expect that God will bestow 
His best gifts on our souls without our being at the 
pains to ask for them, and will always open for us a 
door at which we never knock, — is, in either case, a 
grievous mistake. No man can pray believing prayer 
to be merely self-acting ; and, albeit God in His mercy 
does often seek us when we wander from Him, yet 
the very Heaven-sent impulse then given seems always 
to be an impulse to jpray ; to return to our Father s 
house, and say, " I have sinned." If we neglect such 
inspirations, and draw no nigher to God because of 
them. He does nothing more. He does not force us 
into his arms, as he forces the planets round the sun. 

I have just said that no man can pray believing 
Prayer to be merely self-acting. It is needful to 
believe that we can move another Will than our 
own by our supplications, before it is possible to put 
forth the earnest appeal of real Prayer. It will be 
replied, perhaps, that this statement is untrue ; and 
that solemn, premeditated acts of resolution and aspi- 
ration are properly Prayers; even when they who 

use them 

— bow alone 

Each before the judgment throne 

Of his own aweless soul ; 

or of an image of Buddha, or a picture of Clotilde de 
Vaux. But it seems to me that to give such emotions 
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and resolutions the name of Prayers, is simply to con- 
found two different things, just as it would be to con- 
found a Soliloquy with a Dialogue or Address. The 
soliloquy may, indeed, run on the same topic as the 
address, and may readily be made to borrow its forms ; 
but it is not the same thing, and to give it the same 
name is merely to cheat ourselves by misuse of words. 
To pray, as we understand the word, is to address a 
Person, human or divine, who is understood by him 
who prays actually to exist and to hear his address. 
To extemporize before an abstraction, consciously recog- 
nized as such, is not to pray. Even to address, after 
the Buddhist fashion, a being who, albeit he once 
lived upon earth, is now supposed to be unconscious 
of the act of his worshipper, is so far different from 
what we Westerns mean by " Prayer," that the intel- 
ligent races who maintain such a practice see no 
absurdity in constructing their self-acting windmills 
with prayers written on their sails, to perform the 
barren ceremony in their stead. If there be no con- 
scious Person to hear prayer, thore may just as well 
be no conscious person to pray. A machine will 
answer all the purposes of the case. When the Church 
of Eome adds a new saint to her Pantheon, the first 
assumption of the masses (with whom all hagiolatry 
begins) is, that the departed worthy has somehow 
come to share in the omnipresence of Deity, and can 
hear equally well all his worshippers scattered from 
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China to Peru. No one would invoke a saint who 
could not bend from heaven to hear the invocation. 

While thus denying that moral Soliloquies made 
by those who believe that no God hears them, are 
properly Prayers, I am far from denying that they 
may be very sacred to him who pronounces them, 
or that their results on his character may be excel- 
lent. Virtue, Honour, Truth, Charity, are such blessed 
things, that we cannot even think of them with- 
out being the better for it, nor brush past them on 
our way through life without carrying away on our 
garments " the smell of the field which the Lord hath 
loved." Nay, he who truly loves these attributes of 
God necessarily loves Him better far assuredly than 
he who believes in their divine origin, but seeks 
not to imitate them. But with fullest admission of 
all this, it must remain incredible that it can be the 
same thing to contemplate a never-impersonated Per- 
fection, striving unaided to approach it ; and to con- 
template that Perfection as embodied in a Being who 
hears and answers our call for help to be made holy 
as He is holy. 

And yet, again, it may be said : If we may thus 
believe in the efficacy of Prayer to the Almighty, why 
not ask him still, as did our fathers, to change the 
course of physical events ; to cure sickness and stop 
epidemics, and send rain and sunshine and favour- 
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able winds at our option ? To this I answer, that the 
arguments which justify Prayer for spiritual help do 
not apply to such cases at all ; and that it seems to 
me incredible that Prayers for physical blessings should 
be granted. That God desires our spiritual good; 
that "His will is our salvation;" and that He has 
made Prayer the "means" of an immeasurable "grace;" 
these conclusions follow naturally and simply from 
the premisses of the existence of such beings as God 
and Man. But that God either desires, or ever 
actually eifects, any change whatever in the order of 
His disposal of the forces of Nature, or that he would 
permit the entreaties of a thousand worlds of fallible 
creatures to stir Him from the course which His love 
and wisdom would otherwise pursue — this is not to be 
believed. Thus to one who regards the subject of 
Prayer from the point I have tried to indicate, peti- 
tions for change of weather or restoration of health, 
are not so much acts of piety as (if properly under- 
stood) acts of childish presumption. 

But, turning from all these discussions, if we restrict 
ourselves solely to the conception of Prayer for God's 
inner action on the hearts he has made, for his help 
to overcome our weakness, his forgiveness to restore 
us after our sins, his love to fire our cold natures 
with Love divine and human, how inexpressibly beau- 
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tiful and simple does it become! Looking at it 
from this point of view, we see at a glance how 
false and degrading are many of the common doc- 
trines concerning it, as if it were a sort of priestly 
sorcery on one hand, or a commercial transaction 
to settle our accounts with heaven on the other. 
Prayer is no artificial process invented by wise men 
of old to obtain a desired object from God. It is 
not a piece of spiritual machinery destined to bring 
down certain electric agencies from Heaven. It is, 
on the contrary, a natural act, which the Creator 
of the human organism must Himself have planned, 
and which is essentially simple, and half involuntary 
like the drawing of the breath. It is, in its broad 
sense, merely thinking to God — thinking to our 
invisible Divine Friend, as we all of us continually 
think to our dearest human friend. Our theology is 
our thought of God ; 6ur religion is our thought to 
Him. The difference between praying to God and 
thinking to an absent friend is only this, that we 
are aware the human friend knows nothing of our 
thoughts, while we believe that God sees them alL 
Thus believing, the thoughts, which commonly remain 
vague and formless when addressed to our absent 
friend (though even in his case sometimes taking the 
shape of audible words and imaginary letters), become 
naturally, when addressed to the ever-present God, 
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more serious and definite. They are then usually em- 
bodied in language, not because any one dreams that 
God needs our words to know our thoughts, or ima- 
gines that Prayer can be more acceptable in such 
crystallized shape, but because it is our instinct always 
to clothe our more fervent and lucid thoughts in lan- 
guage as soon as they are bom ; and that to repress 
that instinct in the case of prayer to God would be to 
do violence to ourselves, and to lose the benefit of 
the definiteness and durability given to thought by 
such clothing. 

Shall we, then, suppress this natural tendency to 
think to God, because we have outgrown the creeds 
of the past, and because we can no longer ask God for 
physical benefits ? But not to think to God, not to 
speak to Him in the heart, means (so far as I can 
apprehend it) not to love Him, not to feel in any 
direct relation to Him, as our present God and Father 
and Master, but only to honour Him as we do some 
great character in history. It is almost a contradic- 
tion in terms to say we love a Living God, and yet 
never need to express to Him anything we are feeKng, 
whether gratitude, or veneration, or penitence, or joy 
in His works. Either the Theist who refrains from 
prayer does so with an effort over himself, as if he 
refrained from any expression of love to his nearest 
and dearest earthly friend, or, feeling no impulse in 
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his heart to pray, he seems to betray that he has 
found nothing loveable in the character of (Jod. In 
the latter case, his creed, if not the Atheism of the 
intellect, is the Atheism of the heart. In the former, 
he places a constraint upon himself, not indeed unna- 
tural in the earlier stages of the religious life, when 
Awe is yet stronger than Love, but which assuredly 
ought soon to give way (and rarely fails to do so) 
under the first flood-tide of gratitude or penitence. 

Having placed it in this light as the natural and 
fitting expression of the creature's sentiments to the 
Creator, it will appear perhaps somewhat liarsh and 
legal-spirited to speak of Prayer as a Duty. And it 
is, in truth, a token by which we may all measure 
our own religious status each day or year as " under 
the law," or under a freer covenant, whether Prayer 
to us is easy, and spontaneous, or an act for whose 
performance a certain measure of moral force needs 
to be exerted. To many who have welcomed Theism 
as a religion of spiritual as well as intellectual free- 
dom, without perhaps sounding it far enough to dis- 
cover in how deep a region of love and union with 
God such freedom can alone be truly experienced, 
it is common to find that all statements implying 
that Prayer is a Duty are more or less repugnant. 
They seem to such persons like remnants of the 
fetters of an old-world slavery which has been abo- 
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lished. Truly, thrice happy is he who never needs 
to be reminded that it is his duty to pray ! But if, 
immersed in the interests of this life, the thoughts of 
Divine things grow rare and dim, and the ardour of 
holy ambition sinks down, and carelessness and self- 
ishness and sin come creeping in upon each other's 
footsteps, is it not then a Duty — nay, the most impera- 
tive of duties — for the soul to lift itself up to its God, 
and cry, " Lord, save me, or I perish " ? Is it not a 
Duty so to replenish the lamp of our spiritual life, as 
that such perils of darkness may never overtake us ? 
I must confess that I believe the revolt against the 
doctrine of the Duty of Prayer arises, not so much 
from a greater sense of the rightful freedom of the 
spiritual afifections, as from an imperfect and unre- 
formed conception of the loveableness of Duty. To a 
true Theist, the idea of a firm ground of moral obli- 
gation underlying the flowery pastures of love, is no 
subject of regret, but of rejoicing ; for, wanting it, they 
would be in his judgment but deceitful morasses. Duty 
is to him the iron frame-work within the sculptor s 
clay. He seeks to cover it with softer and more beau- 
tiful forms ; but he knows that those sweet shapes 
would soon collapse and perish, were it not for the 
firm armatura beneath them. Is this a hard saying ? 
Not so, surely, for the man for whom " Duty " means 
no alien law imposed by an imloved external Power, 
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and enforced by arbitrary penalties, but the free 
choice of his own highest will, the voice in his heart 
of the God he adores, to which he joyfully gives, not 
so much his Obedience as his Loyalty, and to which 
he would strive to be faithfal still, if instead of earning 
for him admittance into heaven, it insured his punish- 
ment in helL To speak to such a man of an act of 
any kind as being an " act of Duty," is not, then, to 
present it to him as something naturally repulsive, 
or, at best, hard and stem ; but, on the contrary, as 
something necessarily welcome, if not to his lower 
nature, yet inevitably to his higher self It is prac- 
tically telling him that, whether pleasant or unplea- 
sant to his transitory wishes and the impulse of the 
moment, it is in accordance with the permanent desire 
of his heart, and his deepest consciousness of what is 
good and noble and beautiful in human conduct. 

That Prayer is such a Duty as this for the Theist, 
there cannot, I conceive, exist any doubt. It is a Duty 
which meets us at the threshold of religion, as the 
staff by which our faltering steps are to be upheld 
and our backslidings recovered ; and it is the wing 
on which, from the loftiest summit of morality, we 
must soar into the spiritual heaven of love. 

But, albeit Prayer is a Duty — in a sense, the be- 
ginning and the climax of Duty — it does not follow 
that for the Theist there should be in it anything 
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rigid, formal, laid down by rule and rote. The lesson 
taught by the originator of the High-church move- 
ment in England : " In your private prayers use the 
prayers of the Church,'* together with ordinary eccle- 
siastical directions to pray at stated hours and days, 
and in pre-arranged notes of festal gratitude or Lenten 
sadness — such lessons, I say, may well be given by 
Churches claiming divine authority over the human 
intellect and conscience. But they have no sort of 
meaning outside their jurisdiction. For such lead- 
ing-strings of the soul, it behoves every free wor- 
shipper of God to substitute such strength of aspi- 
ration, such firmness of will, as shall ensure the 
only point which is of spiritual importance, namely, 
that he lives a prayerful I'fe. Whether he actually 
prays formally seven times a day, or once a week, 
is nothing, provided he is always ready to pray, and 
lovingly thinks of God and to Him, as often as in 
the psalm of his life that sweet key-note of all its 
music may fitly sound. If he feel himself weak, and 
lonely with that loneliness which even the firmest 
faith, when socially isolated, must needs endure, he 
may, if so it please him, make rules for himself of 
hours of devotion, and so supply himself with a frame- 
work in which his days may seem more safely and 
evenly to go on. Or he may be better pleased to 
make no such formal lawgiving for himself at all, and

trust only to the unflagging ardour of his heart. ' The 
rule of the poet may be his rule also : 

" Keep up the fire ; 
And leave the generous flames to shape themselves." 

Above all, I conceive that the practice of yielding 
readily and joyfully to the impulses of religious feel- 
ing which at any time come to us, and the habit of 
filial trust enabling us freely to speak to God of all 
that is in our hearts, are things of infinitely more 
importance than the rigid adherence to any rule of 
devotion, however useful or reasonable it may appear. 

It is frequently asked by some of the best minds 
of the day. Can we preserve the spirit of Eeligion, 
while relinquishing the forms in which it has hitherto 
been embodied? Can we keep the ennobling and 
purifying influences which inspired the saints and 
martyrs of old, while abandoning the Fountain from 
whence they drew them? The fear that this is 
impossible, and that with the disappearance of the 
old supernatural creed we must also witness the dis- 
appearance of all vivid personal piety, is, beyond a 
doubt, the mighty threat by which thousands of men 
and women are now scourging back their thoughts 
from every wandering from the fold of orthodoxy. 
Why is it that so many cling with the strength of 
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desperation to dogpias against which reason and sense 
revolt? Why is it that others throw themselves with 
fanatic ardour into ritualistic practices and sacra- 
mental mysteries utterly foreign to the spirit of our 
age ? Is it that they prefer darkness to light, difficult 
dogmas to obvious truths, or that they genuinely feel 
in the nineteenth century the reliance on religious 
sorcery which belonged to the Dark Ages ? It were 
idle and unjust to think anything of the kind. 
They put such constraint on themselves because they 
consider Kety as irretrievably bound up with such 
beliefs and practices ; and because they estimate the 
value of a life of personal religion as so ineffably dear, 
that, for its sake, no sacrifice can be too great, and they 
are ready to sell all they have earned or inherited of 
freedom and of reason, to buy this pearl of great price. 
The boast of the Church of Eome that she alone is 
the " Saint-making Church," is the one which, of all 
others, holds out the bribe most alluring to the purest 
minds of the age. They wish to be " saints." They 
long to preserve still and for ever the infinite treasure 
of a sense of personal relation to a personal God, and 
they cry, " Better lose reason itself than lose this life 
of life ! Better accept all the monstrous doctrines of 
the creeds, and bow to all the authoritative assump- 
tions of priests, than sink into the Secularism, the 
Comtism, the Atheism, which we see on all sides 
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closing around us. Better kneel . before a crv^cifix 
than bow before nothing in heaven or earth.'* 

And which of us shall condemn these much-tried 
souls ? Have not we also been torn asunder by our 
divided longings to keep close to God, and to follow 
that path of Truth which seemed to lead us away from 
Him so far? Have we not alternately stifled the cries 
of our intellects and our hearts, and said one hour, 
" Give me Truth, if it lead to the abyss !" and the next, 
"Sooner rob me of reason than suffer me to doubt 
Thee again" ? We have all known somewhat of these 
awful strivings, at least all such amongst us who were 
not bom heritors of liberty, but can only boast, like 
Festus, " With a great sum — a sum of countless prayers 
and tears — obtained I this freedom." Need we marvel 
that, amid those solemn alternations, our brothers have 
held to the choice which seemed to be the choice of 
Eeligion itself? 

Blessed be God, who has taught us at last that there 
are no contradictory alternations in the service of Him 
and of his Truth ! For ever dear and sacred to us be 
the hour in which we learned that that path which 
we had followed in darkness and anguish, brought us 
back to the very foot of His throne ! It is possible to 
preserve love and hope, and the sense of personal rela- 
tion to God, all that has glorified this world and made 
the next seem near, after we have relinquished the 
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creeds founded on authority. It is possible. We 
Theists know that it is so, and need none evermore to 
tell us whether we are " reconciled" with our Father 
on higL But if it be asked how it is that the joy and 
glory and hallowing influence of religion can be sus- 
tained outside the temples of old, we are compelled 
to answer : " By means similar to those which have 
always sustained them within the churches." 

It is utterly vain to imagine that if we lose hold of 
faith in a Supreme Living Will, and resolve Deity 
into an unmoral, unintelligent Force, we can at the 
same time retain that sentiment for "It" which we 
have given to Him, and obtain from our ideas of such 
a Force the moral influences we have received from 
our conception of a Personal God. Least of all can 
it suffice (as some have fondly suggested) that we 
should for the future hold our religious tenets pro- 
visionally, not only as regards their form, but their sub- 
stance ; and remain content to suppose that the know- 
ledge of next year, or of next century, may prove them 
to be altogether delusive. Eational Faith, indeed, for 
all coming time must be more modest than it has been 
in the days of authoritative revelations. It can never 
again say that it has reached final truth, or read the 
last word of God on the last leaf of his never-ended 
Eevelations. But to he Faith at all, and not uttermost 
infidelity, it must yet say, " We shall learn more of 

c 
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God, but we shall never learn less of him. There 
must be a Eeality somewhere in the universe which 
more than fulfils all our hopes, and corresponds to 
aU our purest aspirations. When we know it, or 
know somewhat more of it, we shall not find it fall 
short of what we have believed, but infinitely surpass 
our highest thoughts." This alone is the faith which 
can ennoble humanity. To be content to suppose 
that when we know more, we shall believe less or 
love less, or perchance discover that no reality at all 
answers to our idea of God, is to hold our creed on 
terms so degrading, that no elevating influence can 
possibly be derived from it. Better have no religion, 
than a religion which we are willing to think may 
one day prove a gigantic delusion. 

And, lastly, if Eeligion is still to be to mankind in 
the future what it has been in the past, it must stiU 
be a religion of Prayer. Nothing is changed in 
human nature because it has outgrown some of the 
errors of the past. The spiritual experience of the 
saintly souls of old was true and real experience, even 
when their intellectual creeds were full of mistakes. 
By the gate through which they entered the paradise 
of love and peace, even by that same narrow portal of 
Prayer, must we pass into it. No present or future 
discoveries in science will ever transmute the moral 
dross in human nature into the pure gold of virtue. 
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No spectrum analysis of the light of the nebulae will 
enable us to find God. If we are to be made holy, 
we must ask the Holy One to sanctify us. If we are 
to know the infinite joy of Divine Love, we must seek 
it in Divine Communion.
